Acknowledgment is made of the remarks and amendment filed on 3/07/05 and 4/18/05, 
respectively. 



Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as 
"means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure 
sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text 
for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The abstract as amended on 3/07/05 continues to contain the word "said". 

Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Objections 
2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

in claim 1, line 3, substitute both occurrences of "the" with -a—; 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hardesty et al. 
(US 5,504,315) (hereinafter referred to as 'Hardesty') in view of Martino (US 5,272,323). 

Hardesty teaches a method of verifying barcode data, comprising the steps of: 
detecting the presence of barcode data (col. 6, lines 33-40); 

obtaining measurements of the bars and spaces of said barcode data (col. 8, lines 60-67); 
identifying the type of barcode data present in said file (col. 9, lines 50-54); 
decoding said barcode data using a predetermined algorithm used for that type of barcode 
data (col. 9, lines 54-63); 

verifying said barcode data using the result of the decoding step, and 
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outputting the results of the verification (col. 9, lines 47-50); 
the method further comprising creating and storing meta data relating to said 
barcode data; and 

the method further comprising retrieving, receiving and storing aspects of the 
barcode data as well as related data into a database (col. 8, lines 14-19). 

Hardesty lacks the teaching of detecting the presence of barcode data in a digital file. 

Martino teaches a method of verifying barcode data, comprising the step of: 

detecting the presence of barcode data in a digital file (col. 5, lines 65-67). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have readily recognized that detecting barcode data 
in a digital file would have been beneficial for providing a primary determination that an 
operation upon barcode data will subsequently take place. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious, at the time the invention was made, to modify teachings of Hardesty with the 
aforementioned teaching of Martino to save time and effort required to process and decode a 
barcode in case barcode data is not present. 

Response to Arguments 
6. Applicant's arguments, filed 3/07/05, with respect to the rejection(s)of claim(s) 1-6 under 
35 U.S.C. 102(b) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has 
been withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in 
view of 35 U.S.C. 103(a).
